Europe ami speaks by the card. 
He 
said: 
“ If our railroads could spare the 
money to elevate their tracks in cities 
and at cros-ings, to say nothing of com 
)d( ting the work of straig htening out 
curves, now g oing on. I, for one, will 
predict that we can make an average < f 
50 miles an hour between New York 
and Chicago. 
1 
ay tins with the A: 
ghunv mountains almost staring me in 
the face. 
Wo might lor e time g oing up 
that range, but < ng iim r -, as a rule, lik 
to coast, and wouldn't they slide down 
the otlie* side with a 
roadbed minus 
curves and g iadecrossing s! In the mat 
ter of cost in making improvements, 
few people are awarejof the expense at 
taoh« *d thereto. 
In round numbers our 
roan ‘blew’ m fully # 5,000,000 in the 
latter part of 1802 and the beg inning of 
IMbR. That was before the financial do« 
pression set in. 
We are now resting on 
an oars. We cut one curve over a mile 
long, and the work cost us fully $<>00,- 
000 
Other roads have been doing like­ 
wise, and with the return of a prospi r* 
m s p< nod w e will surprise the world, 
and espneially the English, with theav* 
« •rag« * speed our trains will attain. 
“ Many people will be surprised to 
learn that O« rmany and not this conn 
tr\ or England furnishes t he fastest train 
m the world. The United States comes 
M-cond and England third. Tho < leriuan 
train runs from Herliu to llantburg, a 
distance of 
178 miles, in 20 1 minutes, 
an average outside speed— that is, not 
counting stops, of over 52 miles an hour. 
Tho Empire State express on the New 
York Central road runs from New York 
to Buffalo, a distance of 
HO miles, in 
520 minutes, ami its oufsidospe« *d aver 
age is nearly 51 miles an hour. 
Tho 
faste r Euglish train, that comes third 
on tin« 1 i-t, isealled tho ’west coast flier 
and runs from London to Edinburgh, a 
d istan ce of 100 mil« s, at an average out- 
side speed of 50 miles an hour. 
“ The farther we go west tluj slower 
tin* tram service becomes, a thing not 
looked for on account of the m iles and 
miles of truck traversing prairie land. 
The Burlington road - best train aver­ 
ages about R0 miles an hour. 
That, on 
the Milwaukee road, tiie limited, can 
only reach an average of 31 miles an 
hour. The Denver limited,on the North­ 
western road, lias to hustle to score an 
average gait of 2R miles an hour. 
“ V* ry few of tho fast limited trains 
in th is country pay for the expense of 
running tlmni, and it is an open secret 
that the limited between this city and 
Now York, the limited between New 
York and Chicago and tho Empire State 
express between New X ork ami Buffalo 
and tho Chicago liniii« 1«! on tho New 
York Central road oust their respective 
roads a good deal more than they bring 
in, but they are great advertisers for 
their respect ivc i « » ads.

Tiie 
Dinning of sueli« xtraordinary fad trains 
us the Congressional limited and the 
Empire State <*xpress has had a wonder­ 
ful effect in increasing tlm vig ilance and 
efficiency of all the trainband*. 
The 
schedules on which su» *h trains are run 
ropiire the most arbitrary enf« ir<’« *ment, 
and they oonsoqutMitly keep tin* men all 
along the line traversed constantly ou 
the alert. Each man is made to h*el his 
1 all share ot t In« burden of responsibility, 
and the never eea*ing admonition to 
‘watch for the flier’ reduces to a m ini­ 
mum personal inclinations to be slack 
or neglectful 
The telegraph operators 
have a suspension of 30 « lays staring 
them in lb« ' face for the slig htest delay 
to the limited, and similar penalties are 
imposed on other employees. 
“ Besides this stimulus to duty the 
fast train* serve as an incentive to the 
men to strive for promotion. 
Conduct­ 
ors, engineers, firemen and other hands 
ou the limited get more pay than do the 
men employed *>o the trains of subordi­ 
nate grade. 
That the ‘llit r, ’ in its g e­ 
neric sense, is actually an improving in- 
tluenee in railroading is evidenced by 
the remarkable careers « if the Congres­ 
sional, the Royal Blue and the Empire 
State express. 
These are the fastest 
trains in this country and have been 
running several years back, and, with 
one unimportant exception, have met 
with no mishap. 
These trains pass 
through year after year without a sin 
gle mishap, ami 1 believe it is all from 
the discipline put upon the employees 
by the fast service. 
The men take a 
pride in the fast trains. ' — \\ ashingtou
